We entered this canon on the 
10th of Jane, and having ouly traveled 
the distance rbove named since that 
day, this will give you, taking into eon 
sideration our known energy and per- 
severance, some idea of the difficulties 
we have bad to overcome, tbe uglivess 
of the work we have had, and the many 
obstacles we have met with, These 
would have deterred almost any other 
corps than ourselves from atlempting 
the aliuost Herculean task of making a 
round through tnis canon. As far as we 
have come, we have made a road of 
which we are proud-—-ovne over which 
any amount of traffic may travel with 
salety, without any fear of an upset on 
‘the one hand, or Indians or any other 
kind of varmint on the otber. | 

Our route led us through the towns of 
Gorchen, Piyson, Poudtown, Spanish- 
Fork and Springville, tle loyalty of 
whose inbabitanis, their Lospitatity and 
kindly feeling towards us, may Le judg 
ed by the fact that everything in the 
shepe of produce was, when we pircposed 
purchasing, in ‘obedience to conusel, ’ 
raised in price from 40 to 1.59 per cent., 
insteud of a display of that Joyalty and 
patriotism of whichso much has been 
said latterly by the oracles of the churceb. 
We were looked upon with suspicion 
and distrust,and the inhabitants gene- 
rally secmed pretty much in the predica- 
went of Gov. larding, ‘not knowing 
what fer or why we cime; whither we 
were goirg. or who sent for us!” 

Our “hkourth” passed off quietly ; it 
Was literally a day of rest. We caunot 


boast of either hearing the Declaration 
of Independence read, an oration de- 


livered, erjoying the pleasures ot the 
danee, or joining with the Mormon 
popnriation in celebrating that day, like 
some in onr “rear,” who are “waiting 
on us While we open the road,” aud 
whose only emyioymenat seem to be car- 
rying “that express bag” once in a while 
to Camp Dougias.

of the Pilgrim fathers! Spirits of the 
Beechers! think of this: the faith pro- 
fessed by Oliver Cromwell, and whose 
adherents were the main workers in the 
overthrow of the Stuart Dynasty ; being 
ealled a new reiigion; having Great Salt 
Lake City as the plaee of its birth; and 
the Rev. Norman McLeod as its founder. 
Verily. the Common School system needs 
an extension in this territory, the Sehvol- 
master is abroad: when, in this, the en- 
lightened uineteenth century, statements 
like this one are made in all sincerity.
